encou ragement, say s Cent Per Cent. To 
this end he has giv en personal letters to 
ft representativ e of the cu ltiv ated ru bber 
Interests there— introdu cing him to the 
srafhorities in foreign tropical cou ntries 
Where ru bber growing has been carried 
ftn su ccessfu lly for many y ears 
whose 
pu rj>ose Is to stu dy the methods of ru b­ 
ber growers in Cey lon and Malay sia, in 
which cou ntries the ru bber bu siness is 
fa r adv anced. The su periority of Mex ­ 
ican soil and climate for tlie ru bber 
tn*e, the splendid resu lts 
which the 
pi ontattons hav e already produ ced, to 
Ch- su pplemented by whatev er dev ices of 
tapping, etc., are most modern, are rea­ 
sons enou gh for the confidence which is 
now general that Mex ican cu ltiv ated 
ru bber is going to equ al in qu ality the 
finest Para, if it does not in some re- 
« pocts ex cel it; and tlie* fact that Mex l 
co is at ou r v ery door will make Amer 
Sea an ideal market for all that can be 
produ ced. 
President Roosev elt of cou rse realizes 
that we hav e annex ed Mex ico commer­ 
cially : that abou t $7 00,000,000 of Amer 
lean money is now inv ested in v ariou s 
enterprises down there, and that this 
rim is constantly growing larger; hence 
his interest, which ho has manifested 
t>v a! so giv ing letters of Introdu ction to 
the representativ e of Mex ican ru bber 
interests who is to v isit the East Indies 
1n search of knowledge. 
Bu t his inter 
cst may hav e a deeper significance, for 
tie dou btless has in mind the possible 
repetition with Mex ico as to ru bber of 
the arrangement long ago made with 
Hawaii as to su gar, by which the produ e 
tion of that article was increased thirty 
fold. 
There is a difference in condi­ 
tions between ou r relations with one of 
ou r own possessions and with Mex ico, 
hot that wou ld not necessarily prev ent 
reciprocity ; and if onr gov ernment were 
to continu e to admit Mex ican cu ltiv ated 
ru bber free <>f du ty and place a high 
tariff on the ru bber from ev ery other 
-cou ntry , the effect wou ld be to make 
Mex ico the greatest ru bber-produ cing 
cou ntry in the world, so tremendou s 
wou ld be the stimu lu s to cu ltiv ation.

On this occasion he pay s ov er an in­ 
stallment of the dowry . On the fou rth 
v isit he takes his parents with him and 
Is permitted to see the girl herself. 
When nex t he calls 
his 
prospectiv e 
mother-in-law prov ides a feast for him­ 
self and his relativ es, the host and 
hostess eating nothing bu t taking a 
hand In the drinking. Finally the man 
goes with gifts and the balance of the 
dowry and takes the woman away . On 
arriv al at his v illnge she Is welcomed 
with singing and a strenu ou s 
dance 
called “nkanjn.” 
For three months the bride is not re­ 
qu ired to do any hard work, bnt after 
that she bu ckles to with his other wiv es 
at gardening and 
carry ing 
bu rdens. 
Poly gamy Is general and the nu mber of 
a man’s wiv es limited only by his re­ 
sou rces in the m atter of pay ing dow­ 
ries. 
The man may div orce ids wife 
whenev er he chooses and for almost 
any reason. Bu t it is rare for a woman 
to be able to obtain div orce at her own 
wish. Div orce entails the retu rn of the 
dowry .
